DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figure 2 comprises 3 figures which must be labeled 
separately and figure 5 comprises 2 figures which must be labeled separately. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant v^ll be notified and 
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informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because they appear to embrace more 
than one statutory class of invention. Claims which are intended to embrace both product or 
machine and process is precluded by language of 35 USC 101, which sets forth statutory classes 
of the invention in the alternative only. Claim 1 recites "A micro-implantable apparatus and 
method for the stability assessment of a two-stage dental implant". As such, claims 1-11 embrace 
multiple statutory classes of invention which is prohibited (See Ex parte Lyell, 17 USPQ2d 1548 
(1990)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-1 1 are invalid under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, since a claim which 
purports to be both machine and process is ambiguous and therefore does not particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the invention. Ex parte Lyell, 17 USPQ2d 1548 
(1990). 
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Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English fi'om a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-11, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Davis et al. (United States Patent No. 3,297,021). 

Davis et al. disclose a detection device comprising one or more RF coils 17, an energy 
storage device (capacitor 14), and an acoustic wave actuator (oscillator). The signals from the RF 
coil(s) are picked up by a receiver.
